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Definitions of injection on the Web: 

• Using a syringe and needle to push fluids or drugs into the body; often called a "shot." 
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• Inserting liquid medication or nutrients into the body with a syringe. A person with diabetes may use short needles or 
pinch the skin and inject at an angle to avoid an intramuscular injection of insulin. 
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• A method of administering a substance such as a drug into the skin, or muscle using a needle. 



• The use of a syringe to "push" fluids into the boyd; often called a "shot." 

• Putting liquid into the body with a needle and syringe. A person with diabetes injects insulin by putting the needle into 
the tissue under the skin (called subcutaneous). ... 
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• The single stem killing of unwanted trees by application of specific registered herbicides under the bark. The removal 
of undesirable trees improves the site by reducing competition for light, moisture and nutrients. 



• Something that is injected, especially a dose of liquid medicine injected into the body.

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• A term used for forcing molten metal into a die, also used to describe introduction of powder alloying additives to a 
furnace of molten metal. 
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• Under the UIC Program, injection means the discharge of fluids into the ground by means of an underground injection 
well. 
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the process of returning spent geothermal fluids to the subsurface; also referred to as reinjection. 

Term applied to the technique of introducing gases and liquids under pressure into a system. More specifically, water 
or gas to maintain oilfield reservoir pressure (see also gas lift ). 

The administration of a substance into the skin, subcutaneous tissue, muscle tissue, or veins. 
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the delivery of liquid medication into the body via syringe 

The process of forcing melted resin into a mold.

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The administration of a fluid or drug, usually into a vein or artery, using a syringe 
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the forceful insertion of a substance under pressure 
any solution that is injected (as into the skin) 

the act of putting a liquid into the body by means of a syringe; "the nurse gave him a flu shot" 



• An injection is a method of putting liquid into the body with a hollow needle and a syringe which is pierced through the 
skin long enough for the material to be forced into the body. ... 
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
